DESPERADO PAT CROWE LIES 


HELPLESS AT THE CITY 
HOSPITAL. 


Dz. SUTTER SAYS HE MAY DIE. 
Hs Wants to Move Him From a Cell to 
n Ward, but the Police Refuse to 
Furnish the Froper Guard. 


Pat Crowe, the notorious criminal who 
Was captured a few. weeks ago and was 
given workhouse sentences . aggregating 
more than a year, is a helpless paralytic 
at the City Hospital and may not live to 
serve out his sentence, 

Crowe was stricken with the disease at 
the workhouse several weeks ago, and his 
condition became so alarming that he was 
sent to the City Hospital and placed in a 
cell by himself. His condition has grown 
steadily worse and now Crowe cannot move 
hand nor foot. He is dreadfully emaciated 


and he looks but little like the powerful 
man who was arrested a few weeks ago. 
His voice is hollow and he says that he 
feelg he will die if he is not taken from 
his present place of confinement. There 
is absuolutely no feeling in his limbs, and 
42 Pm thrust does not cause a tremor. 

Dr. Sutter says that it is cruel to keep 
Crowe in -the cells, wuere he can Aear 
the mad ravings of the observation pa- 
tients constantly. The doctor wrote Chief 
Campbell, telling him of Crowe's condition 
and notified him that he would transfer 
him to one of the wards Monday. The 
doctor. asked Chief Campbell to detail a 
policeman to guard him. The Chief re- 
plied that if Crowe’s condftion was as de- 
scribed he could not escape and ga guard 
Was unnecessary. 

Dr. Sutter says he Is confident Crowe is 
not simulating paralys's. But he had an 
experience some months ago, when Harry 
Livingstone, another Workhouse prisoner, 
was afflicted the same way. Livingstone 
was removed to a ward and in a few days 
he escaped. Dr. Sutter says that Living- 
stone must have received assistance and 
he does not like to take chances on Crowe, 
but he says it would be inhuman to kee 
him in his present quarters and he Wu 
have him removed Monday. 

Crowe is the man who worked the short 
change game on a North St. Louis woman 
and who sprang into a buggy and put his 
revolver against the driver’s head and 
forced him to drive rapidly away. Pa- 
troilman Lancaster overtook him and cap- 
tured him. Crowe has a lengthy police 
record and it is said he is wanted in Den- 
ver for killing a podceman. He has operat- 
ed all over the country and is sald to be 
a desperate criminal.

HE IS A CONFIDENCE MAN. 


Had Many Victims in Prospect, but 
They Unearthed His Game and 
Refused ic Prosecute.

He was arraigned for vagrancy. 

Lawyer James Borton, who was retained 
by Koch, asked that his client be given 
hours to leave the city. 

Judge Peabody said he would take the 
question under advisement. 

After conference with Detectives Tracey 
and Tuckes the judge ordered Koch re- 
called. a

As told exclusively in Friday's Post-Dis- 
patch, Koch was arrested at the instance 
of William Blanchard, city salesman for 
the J. B. Meyer Commission Co., and 
Michael Krieg, proprietor of a saloon at 
Fifteenth street and Franklin avenue. He 
approached them, along with various other 
persons, in the role of Assistant General 
Manager for the Honduros National Lot- 
tery Co. and claimed that he. was .assigned 
to distribute large amounts of money in 
St. Louis to boom the concern. He issued 
contracts, guaranteeing big lottery prizes, 
provided a small sum was p@id as ev.dence 
of the party’s good faith in the transac- 
tion. 

So far as could be ascertained he had 
promised his intended victim about $40,000 
at the close of the lottery drawing in Hon- 
duras, Central America, Oct. 8. is prop- 
osition was looked upon with suspicion. 
Blanchard, who was to.deposit $200 cash for 
$8,000, arranged a conference with Koch 
or Friday afternoon. 
su? the appointed hour Detectives Tucker 
and Tracey met Mr. Koch and escorted 
him to the Four Courts. There he con- 
fessed to Chief Desmond that he had served 
three months in the Pittsburg jail and #0 
days at Cincinnati for a similar offense. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
refused a warrant against Koch, as no act- 
ual victims. if there were any, appeared to 

osecute the case. 

P ithe Government authorities then insti- 
tuted an investigation, but could find no 
evidence that the lottery manipulator had 
used the mails to defraud. It was apparent 
that August Koch had carefully guarded his 
scheme, so that he could outwit the police 
if captured. He amply demonstrated that 

he was a sharper of the first water. A 
check for $750 on the German Savings Insti- 
tution, signed Henry Bran, was found on 
Koch’s person. It was a non-protest draft. 

The cashier of the bank.in question said 
Monday they had no depositor by the name 
of Henry megs 7. The police declare Koch 
wrote it himself. 

Koch roomed at 701 North Fifteenth 
street, and according to the landlady there, 
he dined at the Planters’ Hotel. He went 
flat broke buying drinks for his “‘dupes” at 
Krieg’s saloon and had the tables turned 
on him just as he was about to consum- 
mate his ‘‘millions in it’ ‘kame. 

August Koch formerly lived in Pittsburg, 
where his wife is now suing him for di- 
vorce, alleging non-support. He received 
a letter from his daughter Saturday. It 
contained this sentence: ‘“‘We-are lonesome 
here without you and your big lies and 
are wondering when you are coming

Bui This Is Deniei by His Brother, 
Who Says He Has Taken Care of 
Most of the Preacher’s Debts.

Rev. H. R. Booch, formerly pastor of the 
Trinity German Evangelical Church in 8t. 
Louis, and later pastor at Henderson, Ky., 
who 8 been mysteriously missing for 
three months, has been located. It devel- 
ops he is working in the slums in New 
York City, under directors of the ¥. M. LC. 
A. authorities. 


Rev. Mr. Booch resigned his pastorate in 
St. Louis over @ year ago, and went to 


Kentucky, where he made friends 

and his charge apparently prospered’ Stu 
mother and sister jo.ned him at Hender- 
s0n and the young pastor oeeame more pop- 
ular than ever. 

Ihree months ago, without saying a word 
to anyone, Rev. Mr. Boock suddenly 
dropped out of sight. His disappearance 
was complete. The matter was kept quiet 
for a while, but when one day the shirt 
he wore when he left was returned by ex- 
press from Chicago, detectives were put on 
the case. There was no clue, howeves, and 
the case was abandond. His friends gave 
him up for dead. 

Sufiday a member of Mr. Booch’s church 
in Henderson received a letter from the 
missing pastor, The letter announced that 
Mr. Booch was in New York working in the 
slums, but it said not one word of why he 
left Henderson. 

A prominent member of the church in 
St. Louis, of which Mr. Booch was pastor, 
laughed when questioned about the affair. 
He said there was no mystery in it to him 
and never had been. 

“Booch simply lived beyond his incame 
here,”’ said the church official, “and en 


Stead of trying to pay them off after he 
got to Henderson he made more. When 
creditors began pressing him he left with- 
out informing anyone of his intentions. He 
was afterward seen several times in Chi- 
cago. He sent that shirt home dowbtless to 
give out the impression that he had been 
foully dealt with. The next heard from 
him he was in New York. He did some 
work for a New York minister and got still 
further in debt. When the New York min- 
ister heard of Booch’s doings he let him go. 
I guess he is doing as he says, working in 
the slums now.”’ : 

Leopold H. Booch, a traveling salesman 
for Bridge & Beach, is a brother of the 
pastor. 

‘We have not heard directly from my 
brother since he left. He was sick for 
awhile before he left and he must have 
taken umbrage et something, like a sick 
man will, and left. There was no reason 
that I know of for his leaving. This report 
about my brother being in debt is wrong. 
There is a certain pastor in South St. Louis 
from whom he borrowed $200, and he fears 
he is not secure, and he is spreading this 
report. If my brother owes anybody any 
amount of consequence it is me, and that’s 
in the family and don’t count. I have 
taken care of most of his debts.’’
